Drug addict caught stealing 


school lead asks to be sent to prison

A lead thief caught on the roof of 
Tolworth Girls’ School was part of 
a gang that stole two mechanical 
diggers and bundled them into a 
van. 

Carl Richardson, 33, had relapsed 
into a serious drug addiction when 
he was caught red-handed on the 
school roof on February 17. 

At his sentencing this week, 
Guildford Crown Court heard he 


was also linked to the theft of a 
Bobcat digger from Eagle Plant 
Hire off Oaken Lane, Claygate, on 
April 18,2013. 

The thieves smashed a car win¬ 
dow, released the handbrake and 
pushed it into a garage door to get 
at the digger inside, which they 
then put into a van and drove off. 

But later that morning, the men 
were spotted swapping the number¬ 
plates on the van, stopped by police 
and arrested. 

Both the Claygate digger and a 
second digger stolen in December 
2012 in London were found inside. 


Michael Green, defending 
Richardson, said he was a qualified 
electrician who began committing 
offences at the age of 32, after 
breaking up with his long-term 
partner, losing his job and lapsing 
back into a drug problem. 

Mr Green said: “When he was ar¬ 
rested in February, he told the po¬ 
lice: “My mum kicked me out. I’m 
homeless. I’ve committed this of¬ 
fence to go to prison.’” 

Richardson, originally from Gate¬ 
way, Weybridge, was sentenced to 
four months in prison by judge Neil 
Stewart last Thursday at Guildford 


Crown Court. 

He was jailed for a further 10 
months for his involvement in the 
theft of the mini digger. 

Judge Stewart said: “You were 
using drugs and hoping to be taken 
into custody, which is where you 
have been since your arrest. 

“You have done courses in that 
time and you accept there is no al¬ 
ternative but an immediate custodi¬ 
al sentence.” 

After the sentencing Andy Cook, 
manager of Eagle Plant Hire, said: 
“What a toe-rag. I’m just glad they 
have been put away.”

Is land swap the key to 
a new primary school?

Kingston Council will need to 
act fast to salvage a land 
swap deal that would secure a 
desperately-needed primary 
school for north Kingston. 

Opposition councillors have 
urged the authority to take 
up an offer from property de¬ 
velopers Goldcrest for the 
Kingsgate Business Centre, 
in Kingsgate Road, just north 
of the train station. 

The company is willing 
to trade the site for the 
council-owned Canbury 
Place car park, in order to 
build a mixed-use shop, 
restaurant and office devel¬ 
opment with 210-bed student 
accommodation. 

The Kingsgate site is the 


preferred location for a new 
two-form primary school, 
with the triangular car park 
deemed unsuitable because 
of heavy traffic from Kings¬ 
gate Road, Sopwith Way and 
Richmond Road. 

But the council has yet to 
agree to the swap, and Gold- 
crest has since submitted a 
planning application for the 
Kingsgate site, which does 
not include a school. 

Conservative deputy leader 
Councillor David Cunning¬ 
ham said: “Goldcrest’s site 
would make an acceptable 
site for the school, and they 
are willing to do a land swap. 

“But the administration 
hasn’t had the guts to do any¬ 
thing about it. 

“As a result Goldcrest, who 
have waited patiently, 
have said they’re going to 
have to go ahead with the

planning application.” 

Councillors on the develop¬ 
ment control committee, 
mindful of the potential land 
swap, deferred a decision on 
Goldcrest’s application in 
March. 

It is thought the company is 
now appealing on the grounds 
of non-determination. 

But Kingston Council 


leader Councillor Liz Green 
said a deal could still be 
reached with Goldcrest. 

She said: “It’s still an aim to 
get a primary school on that 
site. 

“My understanding is that 
although Goldcrest are 
putting in an appeal for non¬ 
determination, that doesn’t 
mean they are not open to ne¬ 
gotiations over a land swap. 

“But we don’t want to just 
say yes to the land swap. It’s 
not that simple. 

“We want to look at the 
whole site organically.” 

Richmond Park and North 
Kingston Conservative MP 
Zac Goldsmith said: “Gold¬ 
crest are still willing to con¬ 
sider the swap, but time is 
not on our side and the coun¬ 
cil needs to prioritise this. 

“We can still salvage this, 
but it is now urgent.”

Police watchdog to be replaced with ‘safer’ board 


A public watchdog, which 
gave Kingston residents a 
voice on policing in the bor¬ 
ough for more than 30 years, 
has been scrapped in favour 
of a new model introduced 
by Boris Johnson. 

The Kingston Community 
and Police Partnership 


(KCPP) has been replaced by 
the Kingston Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Board (SNB) made 
up of 22 board members. 

The KCPP had opposed the 
move, amid concerns about 
funding, but helped develop 
the structure of the SNBs. 

KCPP chairman John Azah 


said: “It is unfortunate we 
have to introduce a new 
mechanism just for the sake 
of it since Kingston has al¬ 
ways successfully worked 
with the police to keep it the 
safest borough in London, 
and as a place people want to 
come and shop and have fun.” 


Borough commander Glenn 
Tunstall said: “I have empha¬ 
sised how I see the police as 
part of the community and I 
believe that through the new 
board and the enhanced lev¬ 
els of engagement and ac¬ 
countability we will be able to 
demonstrate that.” 



‘Disgusting excuse for a 
human’: Bellfield 


‘Disgust’ over 
Bellfield payout 

The sister of Milly Dowler 
has called for the Govern¬ 
ment to stop a £4,500 payout 
to serial killer Levi Bellfield 
after he was assaulted in 
prison. 

Levi Bellfield was attacked 
by a fellow prisoner with a 
makeshift weapon in 2009 at 
Wakefield prison before he 
went on trial for the murder 
of 13-year-old Milly, from 
Hersham. 

Lawyers on behalf of the 
Ministry of Justice (MoJ) 
fought against his case for 
three years, but were forced 
to admit full liability at 
Durham County Court this 
month. 

Gemma Dowler tweeted a 
link to a petition calling on 
Justice Secretary Chris 
Grayling to overturn the 
payout. 

She said: “Another fine 
example of the British legal 
system at its worst.” 

Maya McDonnell, sister of 
another of Bellfield’s victims 
Marsha, said: “When I heard 
of this disgusting excuse for a 
human won this case, it made 
me sick.” 

Retired detective Colin 
Sutton, who led the 
investigation that snared 
Bellfield, said the compensa¬ 
tion was “so not right as to be 
off the scale, and puts this 
whole ridiculous business of 
a duty of care being owed to 
monsters like Bellfield into a 
sickening perspective.” 

He also said that the fami¬ 
lies of Bellfield’s victims 
could only receive £5,500 in 
compensation each for their 
loss, only £1,000 more than 
Bellfield. 

A MoJ spokesman said: 
“We are hugely disappointed 
that Levi Bellfield was award¬ 
ed £4,500 by a judge following 
an assault by a prisoner in 
2009 at HMP Wakefield.” 

Former nightclub bouncer 
Bellfield is serving a double 
whole-life term having been 
convicted of the murder of 
Walton schoolgirl Milly while 
already serving a whole-life 
term for the murders of 
Amelie Delagrange and Mar¬ 
sha McDonnell and the at¬ 
tempted murder of Kate 
Sheedy. 

Milly was snatched on her 
way home in March 2002.

A pensioner has been threat¬ 
ened with eviction after com¬ 
plaints from neighbours 
about an overgrown tree in 
the front garden of his coun¬ 
cil house.

It is leaning quite 
badly and the roots look like 
a lot of snakes, but they want 
me to pay for it. But it is their 
tree; they have got to deal 
with it.” 

A letter from Kingston 
Council’s housing manage¬ 
ment team, read: “You must 
pay urgent attention to these 
matters now. If you are 
unable to manage the gar¬ 
dens and find it too much, 
perhaps you might consider 
moving to a property without

a garden so you no longer 
have this burden. 

“If the tree has not been 
dealt with and the garden at 
the rear and front cut down 
so that it is tidy and well 
cared for as it should be, 
then I will have no other op¬ 
tion but to serve you with a 
notice seeking possession 
and you might lose your 


home as a result.” 

New Malden Councillor 
Terry Paton said: “I am just 
horrified. I think we should 
be looking to help someone so 
vulnerable rather than 
threatening them. 

“The poor guy has just lost 
his wife and does not need to 
be treated like that. I feel a lot 
of sympathy.” 


A Kingston Council 
spokesman said it had re¬ 
ceived complaints from 
neighbours and it was part of 
Mr Smithers’ tenancy agree¬ 
ment to keep the garden 
clean. 

He said: “We are concerned 
that Mr Smithers, an elderly 
tenant, may be finding man¬ 
aging the gardens, which are 


his responsibility, too much 
of a burden. 

“We will deal with the tree, 
and we are trying to discuss 
with Mr Smithers the possi¬ 
bility of him moving to a 
home without gardens to 
look after. He wasn’t at home 
last week when a housing of¬ 
ficer called for an arranged 
appointment.”

Chessington residents nar¬ 
rowly avoided a sleepless 
night last month when 
Kingston police foiled plans 
for an illicit gathering at a dis¬ 
used warehouse for what they 
said could have been up to 
10,000 people. 

Officers have told the public 
to be on the look-out for tell¬ 
tale signs that a rave is about 
to break out in their area. 

Kingston police visited the 
disused Spicers warehouse in 
Oakcroft Road, Chessington, 
on March 28 following 
reports that a rave was being 
prepared. 

They found squatters set¬ 
ting up a 50ft bar and a “vast” 
sound system. 

When questioned, organis¬ 
ers claimed they were expect¬ 
ing between 7,500 and 10,000 
people. 

The squatters were removed 


and the property secured. 

It would have been the sec¬ 
ond illegal rave to hit Chess¬ 
ington in the past two months. 

On February 1, hundreds of 
people attended a rave at a 
warehouse in Cox Lane, on 
the Chessington Industrial 
Estate, with the sound heard 
from as far away as Surbiton 
and New Malden. 

Chief Inspector Gary Taylor 
said: “Kingston police are 


working closely with 
Kingston Council to ensure il¬ 
legal raves do not take place. 

“We are appealing for help 
to identify the vulnerable 
empty sites and ask people to 
keep a look-out and call 999 
immediately if they suspect 
an illegal rave is setting up.” 

Illegal raves can take 
months of planning. 

Organisers identify empty 
commercial properties and 


pay squatters to move in until 
a date for the rave is decided, 
sometimes several months in 
advance, according to police. 

The squatters act as care¬ 
takers, providing access to the 
site for organisers to move 
their equipment into place, 
often over several nights. 

The rave is then advertised 
on social media and online 
forums. 

Kingston Council leader 
Councillor Liz Green said: 
“These events are illegal and 
purely commercial. 

“The organisers are quite 
prepared to break the law by 
damaging private property 
and causing noise disruption 
to residents in pursuit of ille¬ 
gal financial gain.” 

Resident Jason Shepherd 
said: “I was going out for the 
evening and I saw two vans at 
the Spicers warehouse, which 
is unusual because it’s empty. 

“Then I saw two police hop 
over the fence, and the next 
thing I know the police were 
everywhere. It was like some¬ 
thing out of the Sweeney. 

“When I got back the police 
were still there, making sure 
nobody else was getting in.”

A drunk who threw an ashtray 
through a pub window, damaged 
a police van and then spat at an 
officer while in custody has been 
banned from five pubs in the 
borough.

“This order is a further exam¬ 
ple of the work being done to 
deal with drunken offenders like 
Parsons.”

T he Subways’ bassist Char¬ 
lotte Cooper says the band 
feel like “caged animals” 
ready to return to the stage, 
writes Tom Ambrose.

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Why we're living 
like the Waltons 


More of us expect to be living like 
the Waltons with three genera¬ 
tions under one roof. 

That's according to estate agents 
Strutt & Parker which has just re¬ 
leased the results of its Housing 
Futures survey looking at trends in 
the UK's housing market. 

It found that 10 per cent of the 
1,000 people surveyed said they 
expect to be living as The Waltons 
in a multi-generational household 
in the next five years. According to 
the Office of National Statistics, 
the UK has more than 500,000 
households containing three gen¬ 
erations - an increase of 30 per 
cent. 

The report also found the vast 
majority of us want to live in a de¬ 
tached house (82.9 per cent) - 
only 8.3 per cent want to live in a 
flat. And housebuilders appear to 
have been getting it wrong. While 
they have been busy building two 
bedroom homes, most of those

Second choice was a 
three-bedroom home and lastly a 
five-bedroom home. 

Ninety-five per cent also want 
outside space - whether it's a bal¬ 
cony, communal garden, or roof 
terrace for those living in London. 

In the country, people were more 
interested (again, in descending 
order): a small private garden, a 
large private garden over one acre, 
patio, conservatory or a terrace. 
Outstanding views of the country¬ 
side and over water were also 
highly sought after. 

Walking distance was also im¬ 
portant to many, with shops, pub¬ 
lic transport and 
amenities/culture being the top 
three most important things to 
have close by. 

Fifty per cent of respondents 
owned their home outright, and 
65 per cent said they wouldn't 
have a mortage in five years time. 


Important questions to ask

It might sound rather obvious 
but making sure your furni¬ 
ture will fit in your new home 
is just one the things it is im¬ 
portant to consider when buy¬ 
ing a new property.

A new survey has found that as 
many as 51 per cent of drivers 
reckon their local roads are in a 
poor state and a further 14 per cent 
consider them dangerous. 

Nearly four in five motorists said 
potholes appeared to be left 
unrepaired for months, the poll of 
2,004 drivers uncovered. 

The survey, by research firm 
Viewsbank, also showed that those 
needing repairs to vehicles due to 
pothole damage faced an average 
bill of £165. 

On average, drivers estimated 
there were four potholes in the 
road they live in, with tyre damage 
the main problem. 

The results of the survey are 
timely, as Chancellor George 
Osborne announced in the recent 
Budget an extra £200 million would 
be provided to fill in potholes. 

On average, drivers in south east 
England considered their local 
roads were in the worst condition, 
with 51 per cent rating them poor 
and as many as 20 per cent 
considering them dangerous. 



Londoners seemed happiest with 
their local roads, with only 37 per 
cent reckoning them to be poor. The 
area where drivers considered the 
roads were the safest was north 
west England with only eight per 
cent deeming them dangerous. 

Commenting on the survey’s 
findings, David Black of Viewsbank, 
said: “It is shocking that nearly two 
out of three motorists are unhappy 
about the state of their local roads 
and even more worrying that six 
per cent of people have had an 
accident because of potholes. 

“The Chancellor has recognised 
the need to spend on road repairs 
and has committed to increase 
spending but potholes are clearly 
still a major issue and motorists 
believe little is being done to solve 
the problem.”
